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Broad Marston is one of the “eight villages’’ 
mentioned in the famous quatrain of Shakespeare’s: 
“There’s piping Pebworth. dancing Marston, 
Haunted Hillborough, hungry Grafton, 

Dudging Exhall, Papist Wixford, 

Beggarly Broom and drunken Bidford.’’ 

The village is still famous for its country dances. 
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
